The First Four Generations 
Francis Barteau 


I. Francis Barteau or Breteau came from Holland 
in 1657 according to Bairds Hugenot Emigration to 
America, Vol. II, Page 80. 


According to Obadiah Barto of Hemstead, Long 
Island, he came from Paris, France; as he was early 
associated with Glaud LeMaistre, who was a carpenter 
of Harlem and Flatbush. Francis may have been a 
carpenter. 


Francis Barteau appeared at Harlem, New York 
in 1676 as a petitioner, with others for land, which 
being denied he went to Flushing, Long Island and 
there made in 1680 a similer application, stating 
thet he had nine children. 


In 1698 he was maned on the census of Flushing 
where the name is spelled as pronounced, Francis 
Burto, wife Mary and three children, Francis, John 
and Abigail. 


For calender of New York (MSS. land papers) 
mention is made of Francis Breteeau of Flushing 
Long Island in 1680,

*By his former wife, Francis Barto, had one son, 
Francis, in the third generation. 


Ii+2. John Barto, second son of Francis and Mary Barteau, 
was at Harlem with his parents and was named on the 
census of Flushing in 1698, where he seems afterwards 
to have lived, His wife, Elizabeth, was baptized to- 
gather with her six children, at Grace Church, Jamaica, 
Long Island, March 2, 1714. Amy; the youngest child, 
was baptized at Jamaica, June 10, 1716. 

*The writer has the records of some of the living 
descendants of this Francis Barto of the second gener- 
ation, through his son,Francis. 


Note: Flushing had bern settled 13 years before 
the coming of the first Francis, by English dissenters 
who had emigrated from Vlissenger, (Flushing) Holland. 


It is interesting to note that the New York Worlds 
Fair, (1939) commorating the inauguration of Washington 
in 1789, will be held upon Flushing Meadows just to the 
south of Flushing. Doubtless many times did our early 
ancestors look out upon this barren, marshy waste, with 
no thought of its transformation into such beauty and 
Splendor some 280 years later.

IVe2. Silas Barteo (the first and only ene I find with 
the "oo" termination) was the second son of Francis 
and Mary Ketcham Barto, born May 31, 1742 (presumably) 
at Hemstead, Long Island where his father had settled 
and lived. 


As a young man he was engaged in the whale fishery. 
He married Ruth Luce of Martha's Vinyard, born January 
20, 1745. She died January 29, 1839 at Eden, Erie 
County, New York. 


Silas Bartoo was in the Patriot Army of the American 
Revolution. At one time his family, wife and several 
small children had to seek protection in the fort, 
sinking their pewter ware in a pond near by, and putting 
their clothes and bedding in a dry well and covering 
them with boards. Thcir house was burned, as well as 
the clothing concealed in the well. 


Silas Bartoo lived at Redding Connecticut in 1783; 
in 1791 he moved to Catskill, New York where he lived 
until 1799, at least. Next he is found living in 
Greene County with his son Jesse, About 1830 he went 
to live with his eidest son, Jonathan Luce Bartoo in 
Eden, Erie.. County, New York, where ke died November 
7, 1831. His sreve is at Eden Valley beside that of 
his wife, Ruth, Their graves have recently been marked 
by the Buffalo Chpcter oi The D. A. R.

Jokn Bartoo was in the War of 1812 and was a 
pensioner of that war. The following is quoted from 
records of the office of Veterans Administration at 
Washirgton, D. C. 
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"John Bartoe( S.C. 9435) volunteered at Fredonia or Pomfret 
in Chautauqua County, New York, and served from July 4, 1812 
to December 27, 1812, as a drummer in Captain Jehiel Moore's 
Company of New York militia. 


"In 1852 the soldier was a resident of Hamburg, Erie County, 
N. ¥. and in 1855 was residing at Hanover, Chautauqua County, 
same state. John Eartos was allowed pension on his application 
executed April 18, 1871, at which time he was age 76 years and 
a resident of Hanover, N. Y. with postooffice at Forestville, 
Chautauqua County, that state. 


"John Bartoo married Ruth Blanchard (b. Oct.9,1797-d.June 20, 
1684) November 6, 1820. In 1887 the soldier was residing in 
Forestville, N. Y. with his daughter, whose name was not given. 
Noother reference was made to children. #

Jennie A. Dorr has a chair which possesses 
more than usual interest, It was made by her great 
grandfather Jonathan Luce Bartoo, for his son John, 
and was completed the day of the birth of his 
granddaughter, Mary Jane Bartoo, January 25, 1822, 
Mary Jane was the first to be rocked in it. Silas 
and Mary Ketcham Bartoo were still living, so that 
in that day four generations rocked or were rocked 
in that chair. To-day, 116 years later four other 
generations (their descendants) are rocking in that 
self-same chair. Mrs, Dorr in her eighties now 
occupies the same chronological position as did 
her great~preat-gran father Silas of the earlier 
days.

"Samuel A, Bartoo was allowed pension on his application 
executed April 29, 1871, at which time he was age 74 years and 
resident of Hanover, Chatauqua County, New York, with post office 
at Forestville in that county. He signed "Samvel A, Bartoo' 


"Samuel A. Bartoo married Rhoda Clark November 6, 1819, in 
Hanvover County, New York. No refenence was made in the claim 
to children, 


“In 1887 Samuel A. Bartoo was residing in Cottage, Cataragus 
County, N. Y. but spent the greater part of his time with his 
brother, John Bartoo, in Forestville, N. Y. His pension 
certificate issued May 2, 1872, was rated at $8 per month; 
commenced February 14, 1871. He died in 1893 at thé age of 
97 years. 


VIe4. Anne Bartoo, fourth thild of Jonathan Luce and Silence 
Linsley Bartoo, was born September 1, 1799. She is supposed 
to have lived and died unmarried.
